The Rushville City Council took steps last night at 
their regular meeting that were long overdue The 
problem of stray dogs in the city and the county has 
been in front of the city council many, many times in 
the last nine years, andy A not until now has anything 
been done 
The council last night proposed an amendment to 
the current animal control ordinance, that will at 
least make people think tw ice about letting their dogs 
run stray. 


They 
have proposed to 
increase the cost of 
recovery, and increase the cost of boarding dogs in 
the animal shelter until they are picked up by their 
owner This action will cause at least two more ac­ 
tions 


One. people w ill pay more to get their dog back, and 
the fee for doing this should act as a deterrent The 
price is high, and two payments of such nature will 
not only take a lump out of the owner's pocketbook, 
but make them think about paying a third or a fourth 
time 


Two. many people w ill not bother to pick up their 
dogs at such a high cost The dogs then are available 
for adoption, or they will be disposed of in the most 
humanely way possible 


Hither way. this should put down on the number of 
dogs running loose The same applies for cats. 
This 
undoubtedly 
will 
not 
receive 
favorable 
reactions from many 
But it is much better than 
shooting a dog or cat as it runs loose in the streets. 


This action, if approved, will give the Animal 
Control Warden 
more power. 
He still will 
be 
restricted as to how far he may go to retrieve a stray 
dog but his actions after catching a dog may have 
more meaning

hypoglycemia. 
Hypoglycemia is a very real 
condition associated with many 
complex alteraUons in body 
function. There is no guesswork 
about the diagnosis. When 
physicians, by their clinical 
examination and the history of 
an 
illness, 
suspect 
hypoglycemia the diagnosis can 
be readily established. 
Special glucose tolerance 
tests, done over a period of four, 
five or six hours, clearly in­ 
dicate the presence or absence 
of hypoglycemia.

“ When 
you strike at a king. you must kill him " 
That is good advice for presidential hopefuls 
tempted to predict prim ary results 
There is something worse that can happen 
to a serious presidential aspirant than to 
lose a prim ary It is to predict he w ill w in it 
and then lose It m akes the fellow appear to 
have been both rejected by the voters and 
too dumb to know it was going to happen 
In a general election cam paign, it m ay not 
be poor form to predict victory even when 
the candidate knows the opposition is way 
ahead A show of confidence sometimes can 
rejuvenate a cam paign, and in any case the 
election is the final word on who gets the 
job 


But presidential prim aries are skirmishes 
in a bigger battle 
By predicting victory 
before the votes are counted, candidates set 
themselves up to be doubly judged 
by the 
voters on the m erits of their candidacies and 
by the media and the political community on 
the quality ol their judgments This in turn 
helps 
create 
a 
tone 
for 
the 
p rim ary 
cam paigns yet to come 
Exam ples 


When Sen Edm und Muskie acquiesced in 
a prediction by one of his aides in 1972 that 
he would win in New 
Ham pshire with a 
m ajority he invited disaster 
When he led 
the field of candidates with “ o n ly" 46 per 
cent of the vote. George M cGovern's 37 per 
cent was perceived as a victory 
When 
Rep 
M orris 
Udall 
predicted he 
would 
win 
in 
Wisconsin 
this 
year 
and 
publicly claim ed victory before all the votes 
were in. Jim m y C arter's narrow plurality 
appeared 
considerably 
more 
im pressive 


than it might have had Udall kept quiet 
Carter cam e out of Wisconsin looking like a 
triumphant winner, even though he got only- 
one more delegate than Udall 
When 
Sen 
Henry 
Jackson 
proclaimed 
after 
winning 
in 
.Massachusetts 
that 
he 
would have a “ landslide" in New York, he 
gave him self an almost impossible burden 
Jackson beat Udall and Carter, but the split 
of delegates was such that the senator found 
himself mouthing what has been to date the 
political nonsense quote of the year 


Ronald Reagan, on the other hand, has 
attempted to use the prediction phenomena 
in reverse W hile no one really credited his 
cam paign s argument that a 40 per cent 
showing against 
President 
Ford 
in 
New 
Ham pshire 
would 
represent 
victory, 
his 
actual showing of 49 per cent plus was not 
seen as a crippling defeat 
But there m ay be a lim it to the amount of 
underdoggery 
Reagan can indulge in. He 
may have approached it when he asked his 
supporters to "rejo ice with m e” for every 
vote in excess of 30 per cent in Wisconsin 
And his cam paign m ay have crossed the line 
to incredulity when. according to Michigan 
G O F Chairm an W illiam 
M cLaughlin, 
his 
chairm an in that state declared he would be 
grateful for any vote in excess of 20 per 
cent 


Gov George W allace is a candidate who 
knows how to handle the prediction problem 
This year, he declared that he wanted to win 
more than onehalf of a delegate vote in 
Illinois, which is what he got there in 1972 
And. in the Oklahoma caucuses, a W allace 
cam paign official said the governor would 
be happy to finish in the top four, which just 
happened to be the number of candidates in 
the field

consumer products suspected

“ One characteristic of these disputes is 
that 
experts 
usually 
address 
t h e i r 
argum ents to laym en who have no realistic 
way of assessing the relative validity of 
claim s made by sophisticated advocates,” 
said Dr Arthur Kantrowitz, chairm an of the 
Avco 
FIverett 
Research 
lab o rato ry 
at 
Everett, Mass 


“ To m y mind, there is no other solution to 
the problem of combining the highest level 
of expertise with lack of prejudice except 
the one arrived at centuries ago rn the 
sim ilar legal problem ." Kantrowitz said at a 
recent meeting of the Am erican Physical 
Society 
Kantrowitz said it has been suggested that 
advocates in certain issues take their cases 
directly to political leaders who m ake the 
decisions Rut he said politicians are unable 
to spend the time needed to weigh 
the 
validity of positions taken by sophisticated 
advocates 


The scientific judge would differ from 
the political leader sitting in judgment on 
scientific questions in that 
his scientific 
background would more quickly enable him 
lo assess the evidence presented by opposing

advocates and to participate in something 
analogous 
to 
a 
cross 
e x a m i n a t i o n 
procedure ” 


Kantrowitz 
suggested 
that 
sueh 
a 
procedure be tried experim entally to see if 
it can reduce the confusion

degree to which its results will be accepted 
by 
both 
the scientific and 
p o l i t i c a l 
com m unities," he said 
In 
a 
paper 
presented 
at 
the 
same 
Am erican Physical Society meeting, Harold 
P 
Green, 
professor 
of 
law 
at 
George 
Washington University, said there is more 
involved in the decision-making process than 
just arriving at scientific facts 
He said 
value, moral and political considerations 
also are involved 


Green said adherence to the judgments of 
a science court would m ake com promise 
and accomodation more difficult 
"M ost law yers would regard it as naive to 
believe 
that 
decisions 
necessarily 
follow 
from the findings of fa ct," he said “ Rather, 
they recognize that the findings of fact m ay 
often be shaped by the outcome the decision 
m aker desires." 


Green 
also 
said 
the

proponents believe a correct and rational 
decision based on objective determ inations 
of scientific fact will be pro technology while 
an 
emotional 
or 
public 
relations-based 
decision in antitechnology 
“ There m ay, however, be a useful public 
policy purpose served by an antitechnology

“ A decision against 
technology

deprives society of a benefit it would not

Not liking to see some of the 
cedars converted into firewood 
that goes up in smoke through 
the chimneys of Albuquerque 
homes, Harman decided sever­ 
al years ago to do something 
about it. 
Since 
then, 
he 
has 
made 
more than IOO wall and mantle 
clocks from the logs he said 
were “ too pretty to burn.” He 
gives 
away 
some 
of 
the 
timepieces, 
sells others 
and 
keeps the 
rest 
— currently 
numbering eight — in his own 
home. 


B attery -p o w ered 
" ru s tic 
clocks” made by the former 
security specialist at Kirtland 
Air Force Base are now being 
displayed in homes from Ohio 
to Oklahoma to California 
A 
good share of them are in 
Oklahoma City, where Harm an 
was born and reared and where 
his parents recently celebrated 
their 60th wedding anniversary. 
Three years ago, 
Harman 
recalls, he cam e back from the 
nearby mountains with a load 
of logs 
"I 
was cutting 
it 
up 
for 


fireplace wood, but its beauty 
and that cedar-chest smell 
I 
just kinda quit cutting it I just 
couldn’t put a match to them, 
so I stored the logs in the 
garage. 
“Six months later one of my 
wall clocks refused to run and I 
took 
it 
to 
a 
repairman. 
I 
watched the guy as he put in a 
whole set of new movements 
"It looked real easy 
Then, 
like a bolt of lightning, it struck 
me. My logs would make ideal 
clock faces and I could buy the 
movements from a supplier ” 
Harman doesn’t try to sell 
the clocks. The news of the 
timepieces spreads by word of 
mouth and people contact him 
looking 
for 
Christmas 
and 
birthday gifts or clocks 
for 
their homes 


Harman recommends clock 
making as good therapy and a 
goou hobby and he says “if 
anybody wants to get started, 
I’d be glad to help them ” 


Although he prefers the cedar 
wood with its red or white hues, 
H arm an sa y s, " s o m e people 
use 
walnut, 
which 
is 
a 
hardwood, 
and 
others 
use 
California redwood You could 
use really any type of wood ” 


H arm an’s recipe: 
Get a log measuring 
12-18 
inches in diam eter and cut 
slices two to three inches thick 
Sand the wood for about four or 
five hours, then give it a couple 
of coats of sealer. 
Harman uses a 
router 
— 
similar to an electric drill 
to 
make a hole in the center of the 
slice for the hand shaft to go

through and a three-to four-inch 
cavity 
is 
opened 
for

H arm an applies six coats of 
clear liquid plastic and glues 
numbers on the front for the 
clock face. The hands then are 
put on the shaft. 


It takes about a week to turn 
out a finished product because 
of all the drying time needed, 
Harm an says, but four or five 
clocks can be made at 
the 
sam e time. 


"You can get the movements 
starting 
at 
$7 $8,” 
Harman 
says "When I sell the clocks, 


the price starts at $20 on up to 
around $50 ” 
For a m antle clock, Harman 
says, 
mount 
the 
face 
on 
branches used as a base by 
drilling a couple of holes in the 
two pieces and inserting dowels 
pegs 
placed 
into 
the 
corresponding 
holes 
— 
and 
glue. 


Asked about the skill level 
required to m ake the clocks, 
Harman says, "Usually when I 
do something around the house, 
my wife has to call in the 
professionals to redo it ” 
He says his wife "kind of gets 


bored” with his clock making 
sometimes and “doesn’t like 
cleaning up all the mess of the 
sawdust getting tracked in the 
house, but I try to be careful "

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Tour In Yucatan Of Chichen-Itza Described 


C H IC H E N - IT Z A , 
Mexico 
(U P I) — “ Don’t Ret too close to 
the edge," warned our Mexican 
guide, looking at the young 
blonde American, her fingers, 
wrists, neck and ears dripping 
with jewelry. “ We need rain “ 
We were standing near the 
rim of the Well of Sacrifice in 
what remains of the ancient 
Maya capital of Chichen Itza in 
Mexico's Yucatan 
A descendant of the j .ople 
who built a great culture and 
civilization in the jungles and 
mountains of Middle America 
while Europe was still fumbling 
through the Dark Ages, our 
guide said the ancient Maya 
believed their Rain Cod lived in 
the cenote 
A natural pit about 350 feet 
long and 
150 feet wide, the 
elliptical 
cenote 
has 
almost 
vertical limestone walls drop 
ping 
about 
70 
feet 
to 
the 
mirrorlike 
murky 
jade green 
water 
“ In tijnes of severe drought. 


the high priest would select 
beautiful young maidens to be 
thrown 
into 
the 
well 
as 
sacrifices," 
the 
guide 
said 
“ They 
were dressed 
in 
the 
finest clothes and adorned with 
ornaments made of gold and 
jade." 
“ Quien 
sabe'’" 
he 
replied 
when pressed whether the story 
of the sacrificed virgins was 
fact or fiction. It is a matter of 
record, however, that divers 
employed by Edward Thump 
son. then the IJ S consul in the 
Yucatan, in 1904 did recover 
human bones, ceremonial kni­ 
ves, balls of copal incense and 
ornaments and other artifacts 
of gold and carved jade

Chichen Itza, one of the out 
standing archaeologial finds in 
the Americas, which sprawls 
over 18 square miles of scrub 
jungle in the peninsula washed 
by the Gulf of Mexico ami 
Caribbean Sea 


The well 
where a 
few 
scraggly 
trees 
provided 
the 
only shelter from the blazing 
midday tropical sun 
is about 
350 yards from the main square 
in the city which dates back to 
the fifth century. The dusty dirt 
path, called the Sacred Way, is 
the same used by the ancient 
Mayas. 


Dominating the area is the 
magnificent Temple of Kukul 
Kan, also known as E l Castillo, 
dedicated 
to 
the 
Feathered 
Serpent. It actually consists of 
two pyramids, the outer built 
upon an older, inner structure. 


It rises up from the flat, bare 
terrain from a 200-square-foot 
base to a height of about 125 
feet in nine terraces and is 
topped by a beautiful temple 
There are stairways on each of 
the four sides — 91 steps — up 
the 45-degree-angle walls to the 
top platform 
for a 
thrilling 
panoramic view of the entire 
area. 
It is a steep climb, too, by a 


dark, narrow, airless stairway 
to a chamber in the 
inside 
pyramid 
with 
a 
Chat- Mod 
statue and a red-painted stone 
jaguar with eyes of jade. 
Impressive also is the 120 
foot-wide Ball Court, flanked by 
two massive walls 272 feet long. 
where defeat mean death, the 
guide said 
Embedded in the 
center of each wall 
about 25 
feet up — is a large stone ring 
with a hole about 18 inches in 
diameter The court was used 
for 
a 
soccerlike 
contest 
in 
which players tried to knock a 
hard-rubber ball through the 
holes without using their hands 
The captain of the 
losing 
team was decapitated by the 


winning captain — the death 
ceremony is deputed in the bas 
relief sculptures along the base 
of the walls. 
Other highlights included the 
Temple 
of 
the 
Warriors, 
a 
complex of various types of 
structures and huge inscribed 
pillars 
and 
sacrificial 
stone 
altars, 
the 
Temple 
of 
the 
Tigers and Eagles, with its 
carvings 
of 
tigers, 
jaguars, 
eagles 
and 
plumed serpents 
clutching human hearts in their 
talons; the Wall of the Skulls, 
depicting hundreds of human 
skulls impaled on poles; the 
circular E l Caracol, or obser 
vatory; the Chiehen-Chob, with 
its still undeciphered strip of 


carved hieroglyphics; and the 
Nunnery and Annex, one of the 
most beautiful of the ruins and 
which the Spaniards believed 
served as a Maya convent.
